“Bread should not be oiled when p it 
in the pans. 
Fat when baked I 
out the defects in the bread. A 
crust is caused by the unequal 
button of the fat when oiled. 
“Souring of bread Is caused by 
much carbon dioxide and too little 
oxygen. 
This can be remedied by 
thorough kneading. 
Large holes that 
are often found can be worked out by 
kneading. 
When rolling the bread ta 
put Into the pans be sure to leave ne 
creases underneath the loaf,- for these 
will show when baked. 
“Bfead is scored in contests upon 
the flavor, color, form and tho rough­ 
ness of bakipg.

FORESTRY LORE. 


How to Measure the Diameter of the 
Trees on Your Place. 
The owner of a wood lot who wishes 
to estimate the number of board feet 
in the timber he is to sell must know 
the diameter of the tree.

- Opinion am ong surgeons 
aud nurses is practically unanim ous in 
favor of the advantages of a new 
met hod of dressing largo and painful 
wounds, w herein a thin layer of per 
Pirated Celluloid is su b stitu ted for lint 
as the first covering for the raw wound 
T he plan w as tried successfully first 
by Sir A llm oth W right at St. M ary’s 
hospital, Paddington, and now’ prom ­ 
ises to t*ecoine generally adopted. 
The celluloid, first rendered soft and 
pliable by being soaked in u 20 per 
,-ent solution of carbolic acid and then 
w ashed In a w eak salt solution, is laid 
on the raw wound, the perforations 
being so num erous th a t it seem s m ost 
ly holes. Fine lint soaked in a 5 per 
cent solution of common salt in sterile 
w ater is then placed over tho celluloid, 
a fte r which firm bandages are applied. 
Ow ing to the celluloid, m uch firm er 
pressure can bo used than w ith ordi 
nary dressings.
